« we found two deer...” 


In June 1806, the Lewis and Clark Expedition members 
were in good spirits as they began their journey home 
over the Lolo Trail. Although the men were well fed, 
rested and had 66 horses to ride and carry their gear, 
the trails were still very slippery and several horses 

fell but were not injured. The trail was covered with 
fallen trees and passage was difficult. At dark they 
camped at “small prarie" where there was plenty 

of grass for their horses. 1 


The party passed Collins Creek, 

which today is called Lolo Creek, 

and then moved through 

heavily forested land to this Wis 7 
area. Captain Lewis noted r 
several species of pine here 

and commented that the 

soil was rich and had a- ` 
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< tremendious Mountains entirely Cover with Snow...” 


The Lewis and Clark Expedition passed this site in late September, 1805. On their return journey, 
in June 1806, they camped on the open hillside. The party had been traveling on top of several 
feet of snow in most areas so the grassy feed found here in the spring was a welcome change. 
Seventy years later, the Lolo Trail was the route used by the Nimiipuu to 
cross the Bitterroot Mountains inan effort to escape the — ہے‎
